_ The ex-president referred also to 
the war of 1812:14 ‘between Great 
Britain and the United States and 


to the 100.years peace,s and’ expres- ; 


sed his belicf that ‘war between 
Canada and thé United States again 
was. impossible. The. Geneva conven- 
«tion: 
he said : ‘Yow did not like it ; En& 
land d'd not like it,; but you paid 
it like good sports. And we have 
had difficulty in distributing it ever 
since,” he added. Similarly, the 
speaker said the United States did 
not like-the $5,000,000 she was ob- 
liged to pay after arbitration in the 
fisheries dispute, a few years ago, 
but she paid it. Arbitration was no 
good unless you played the game. 
Ex-President Taft sympathized: with 
Canada and the state of tension and 
anxiety which the war entailed. In 
considering the application of tho 
Monroe doctrine as regards Canada, 
he said this country, as a_ belliger- 
ent, must take the consequences, but 
“Germany, if by any chance success- 
ful, would not be allowed to seize 
Canadian territory.’ There was 
even a chance that the doctrine 
would be stretched or a new policy 
followed to protect Canada from 
> even invasion, he believed, but that 
would not have anything to do with 
the original Monroe doctrine.

Long Range Artillery Fight- 
ing for Possession of Vosges 
Passes is in Progress—French 
Working to Secure Possession 
of Strategical Points Neces- 
sary to Begin Road Roller 
Campaign Promised for Early 
Spring. ’ 


Paris, February 12.—The eampaign 
for possession of the Vosges passes 
and main roads into the Upper Alsace 
region has been resumed despite the 
heavy roads. The Germans ane being 
bombarded by long ranze heavy artil- 
lery, brough up during the last 
fortnight, and the offensive being 
initiated is expected to resolve itself 
into a series of hotly contested bat- 
tles that will give the French posses-. 
sion of various strategic ,oints 
necessary: to begin the drive of the 
Kaiser’s forces northward and across 
the Rhine. On the other extreme of 
the long battle line from the sea to 
Nieuport the German offensive which 
was developing has suffered a severe 
check. Some of the outer chain of 
German trenches have been .lemol- 
ished by French heavy artillery and 
by bomb throwers. 


From Nieuport to Ypres, sround 
the Labassee positions and near 


Soissons, artillery exchanges continue 
without interruption. Fighting for 
possassion of the roads leading south 
toward Bagatelle continues. The 
Germans made direct frontal attacks 
in force and lost more than 1,900 in 
killed alone. In the Compeigne reg- 
ion’ the Germans’ continue — their 
efforts to retake the wooded hills 
lying north of Mesnilles Hurlus.
